{A. P. MIGHT REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 36—The War 
Department has made public letters 
found among the papers of Gen. Rieart, 
recently arrested by the peiice hear 
Manila. Among them is an 
letter in regard to an attack on Ma- 
nila in January, 1900, It states that 
the reason for not carrying out the 
proposed attack was because of the 
small number of resolute persons sta~- 
tloned at the gates, and because Gen.

DISCOVERERS AND 
EXPLORERS OF AMERICA. 


X—EXPLORERS OF THE MIDDLE 
WEST 


By the middle of the eighteenth cen- 
tury the French had made extensive 
explorations into the interior of the 
continent. For a hundred years and 
more the pioneers of New France— 
adventurers, soldiers, restless fur trad- 
ers, brave and patient priests—had 
been making their way through the 
Mississippi Valley. As earty as 1634 
Nicollet was in Wisconsin and Illinois. 
Soon after this Marquette taught his 
faith to the Indians at the Falls of St. 
Mary and passed on even to the farther 
end of Lake Superior. In 1673 Joliet 
and Marquette paddled their birchen 
cances up the Fox River and by way 
of the Wisconsin came out on the 
broad bosom of the Mississippi. In 
1682 La Salle, the greatest traveler enJj

The most famous of all the early pio- 
neers of the great West was Daniel 
Boone, “the first hunter of Kentucky.” 
Standing out against the dreary back- 
ground of the wilderness we see in this 
rugged pioneer a man of rare sweet- 
ness of character, an Indian slayer 
who was neither cruel nor revengéful; 
a bold, fearless, intrepid soul who wae 
yet gentile, kind and thoughtful. He 
Was a tall man, sinewy and strong, a 
sure shot, learned in the lore of the 
forests and rejoicing in dangers and 
hardships that would have broken a 
less vigorous constitution. He had the 
typical temperament of the western 
kwoodsman. He was self-relian 
patient, simple, resolute and gift 
with unlimited powers of endurance. 
He moved out into the Kentucky for- 
ests In obedte nee to an inner impulse, 
a restless craving for adventure which 
seems almost out of keeping with his 
quiet, self-restrained nature. He was 
born in Pennsylvania, but spent his boy- 
hood on the banks of tne Yadkin in 
North Carolina. At an early date he 
passed over the mountains to hunt.

Daniel was left for 
four months all alone tn the dreary 
forest, without bread, salt or sugar, 
and with only his own trusty fifle as 
a companion. “I confess,” he seys, “T 
never before was under greater neces- 
sity of exercising philosophy and for- 
titude” During a large portion of the 
time he. was In danger from the In- 
dians. Yn the middle of the summer 
his brother returned. Fearing that 
the savages would discover them, they 
went over into the valley of the Cum- 
berlend, and in the spring of 1771 re- 
turned home. Boone spent two 
years fn the wililerness, no small part 
of the time lone aud over half of the 
time accompanied only by ‘is brather.

Other settlers soon came, 
cabins were built, blockhougses and a 
palisade were erected and the brave 
little band prepared to hold Kentucky 
against the red men. No words can 
exaggerate the difficulty and the dan- 
gers of the task. The savages, who 
were now in league with the British 
and bitterly hostile to the American in- 
truder, attacked them in numbers or 
prowled about and shot men at their 
work, or fell upon them when hunt- 
ing, or carried off captive any one who 
wandered too far from the stockade. 
Boone’s daughter and two other girls 
were captured by the Indians. 

Soon after this Boone himself, with 
twenty-seven of his men, were cap-

‘town of Chillicothe, O., and held there

By ‘some blunder in policy or measure- 
tent, the United States, without notice 
to the Poncas, included this‘area in the 
transfer of lands to the Sioux. Cgn- 
gress appropriated $40,000 to remove to 
the Indian Territory, soo miles away, the 
eritire ‘tribe, the ‘being conditional 
upon securing the Poncas’ consent. Up 
to.this time no great injustice had teen 
Gone, for everything was dependent upon 
the agreement by the Ponc:s’ te the con- 
ditions which have been made. The in-

ried off the glittering $34,000 prize. Mr. 
Whitney has already nominated Prince 
Cherles, by imported Loyalist, in some 
of the richest races to be run in Eng- 
land next year; and it is now quite 
probable that Balleyheo Bay may ac- 
company him on the voyage across the 
herring pond.

The fact is, that owners are so 
greedy to get their money back out of 
horses that they keep on racing them 
to pléces at two ye old and never 
let up until the youngsters become 
hopeless cripples. AS an instance of 
this take the Realization stakes won 
last year by Ethelbert, and this year 
by Prince of Melbourne. The race was 
inaugurated in 1890 and won by Sena- 
tor Hearst's. colt Tournament, by Sir 
Modred. Its value was then $25,300. 
The next year it had risen a value 
of $30,850, and when Dobbind won it ‘in 
1894, it had reached a value of $33,400. 
By 1896 it had fallen off to $17,365, won 
by Requital, and this year it was only 
worth $17,575, although the added 
money ($5500,) is the same as it was in 
1395, when Bright Phoebus won it and 
pulled down $29,700. The real cause of 
this decline is that so many good and 
promising two-year-olds are knocked 
to pleces and retired at the close of 
their first season. There is a military 
proposition involved in this matter, for 
if we have all our best two-year-olds 
hammered to death in this way, what 
are we going to do for good cavalry 
horses ten or fifteen years hence? We 
are rapidly becoming a great warlike 
nation, and our standing army is 
likely to be increased to four times its 
present enumeration before we are 
twenty years older. I would Iike to 
see Congress pass a law forbidding the 
racing of two-year-olds more than five 
times at that age, and they could not 
make the penalty any too severe to 
sult.

can wart” A etill better way of 


‘Ting it would have been to have pre- 


vented it. This is the eighth of these 
appalling famines during Victoria's 
reign, when the deaths have numbered 
each time from one to five milliona, 
and the millions of pounds spent in 
alleviation reached, during the 
one, £90,000,000, or $460,000,000. But 
how control the monsoon on which de- 
pends the rainfall? By the same 
method that Joseph controlled the fam- 
ine in Egypt—by storing. The storage 
of water is the remedy, 

Having carried this out practically 
in one the famine districts, and seen 
the wilderness blossom as the. rose 
without fall through succeeding famine 
periods, this wae the teaching and 
preachine of wise old Sir Arthur Cot- 
ton for forty or fifty years, But this 
clear-sighted and foresighted man was 
looked upon as a visionary enthusiast, 
and not till now ts the 
ernment waking up to 
his open vision, ford Curzon (and one 
wonders how much is due to his Amert- 
can wife,) is the first viceroy who has 
recommended Sir Arthur Cotton's 
scheme of canal irrigation, and trans- 

rtation. He says: “Six years ago 
Eeelioae, a flourishing mart for agri- 
cultural , was a barren jungle. 
A million acres are now under 
eultivation of 200,000 prosperous people; 
and the £1,500,000 spent upon it Is 
equaled in the value of the crops of 
a single year!"
